DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Japan on 2/20/2003. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the Japanese Patent 20003-043030 application as required by 35 
U.S.C. 119(b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6-17 are allowed. The primary reasons for allowance of the claims are 
articulated in the interview summary of 5/12/2009. The two reasons provided in the 
summary, namely, the user-operated mode changing switch and the determining 
section as claimed is novel and unobvious over known prior art.
